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DETAILED ACTION 
Double Patenting 

Claim 1 is rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over the claims of U.S. Patent No. 5,695,261 . 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because Claim 1 is similar to Claim 10 of the patent with the only difference 
being the two claims are worded differently. Claimed "outer member having an 
opening" and patent "a structural element having an opening", "a first support member" 
and "a first bracket". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Krehl. 

Krehl shows a modular lighting system for a display which includes a horizontal 
member 14, a first vertical member 6 having an outer member 29, a first conductive 
member 80 disposed behind the outer member near a plurality of openings 30, and a 
first support assembly 10 including a shank portion for engaging one of the plurality of 
openings with hooks 67, 68 and 69. The support 10 attaches to a lamp housing 12 and 
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provides the electrical connection between a power source 16 and the lamp sockets 20 
and 21. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Oberle, Fevig et al and Latchinian are cited of interest for 
showing various illuminated shelving arrangements.
